he was removed a* trustee mid ex- 
ecutor under his father's will by a 
court order. 
Since that time there 
have been rumor* of family quarrels 
over money matters, with actual and 
threatened court action over varloue 
phases of Gould's handling of the es- 
tate. 


Friction over financial matters wa» 


enhanced at times by the romantics 
of members of the iamily Including 
the marriage of Gould to Mrs. Sin- 
clair in May, 1922. By this marriage 
he forfeited a 13.000,000 estate Iwft 
him by his nrst.wife, Edith Kingdom 
Gould, who dropped dead on the golf 
links of the Gould estate, "Georgian 
Court," at Lakewood, N. J., Novem- 
ber 13. 1921.

18.— Holding 


rudclngly to th« theory that-lilghly 
specialized training or the athlete la 
more like business than sport, Bngr- 
land Is nevertheless polng Into tho 
Olympic games of 1924 to recover 
some of the glory she has lost In ath- 
letlcsxin the past lew years. There was 
a time when she was pro-eminent In 
sports, but America, with her- Inten- 
sity lof training, has outstripped her. 


To regain her lost laurels Britain 


Is going about preparations for tbe 
Olympic games in a business like way 
under -the leadership ,o£ Brigadier- 
General Kentish, commandant ol the 
Olympic team. He Is making an effort 
to turn out Britain's best for- the pre- 
liminary competitions and to send a 
team to Paris that is worth while. 


A fund is being raised, very modest 


in comparison with the large amounts 
spent in athletics over here, but still 
a reasonable sum, to which ttje King, 
aa well as the Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of Tork have subscribed. 
An Attempt Is being made to raise 
more money by zoning the country 
and asking the towns to give sums 
accordlng-to population. 
It looks as if Great Britaifc were 


in for 1924 "in serious earnest.

Things worked themselves about, 
however, so that a time came -when 
he knew it would be all right to go 
away for a while and find out what 
the outside world was like—^that- 
world from which, those big, snorting 
locomotives cams.

Company officials 
assured his family in North Dakota, 
the lad had been given a Christian 
burial.
